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Our Annual Meeting 


The annual meeting of the Na- 
tional Conference of Bar Examiners, 
in Washington, D. C., on August 30 
can be described best by two words: 
compressed and crowded. Due to the 
special Assembly session of the 
American Bar Association for an 
address by President Eisenhower, a 
Monday meeting was impossible. By 
Tuesday morning apparently all the 
bar examiners and law school per- 
sonnel were in the mood for a session 
of their own as they turned out in 
large numbers for the National Con- 
ference’s program. 





The morning session included a

bar?”. John A. Eckler of the Ohio Board of Bar Examiners served as 
moderator of the panel and its members were Arthur H. Nighswander 
of the New Hampshire Board of Bar Examiners, Justice George W. 
Bristow of the Supreme Court of Illinois, and Professor William L. 
Cary of the Columbia University School of Law. Justice Talbot Smith 
of the Supreme Court of Michigan discussed “The Profession of Law” 
and Samuel J. Kanner of the Florida Board of Bar Examiners spoke 
on “Dual Character Investigation: at Time of Law School Registration 
and Prior to Admission to the Bar.” John T. DeGraff, Chairman of 
the Bar Examination Service Committee, set an all-time record for 
speed in giving his report on “The Bar Examiners’ Question Library.” 


Following the noon luncheon, Professor G. S. A. Wheatcroft of 
the Law Department, London School of Economics, presented an 
excellent address on “The English System of Legal Training.” He 
was introduced by Milton W. King, member of the District of Columbia 
Committee on Admissions and Grievances and of the Board of Man- 
agers of the National Conference of Bar Examiners.

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News from American Samoa 


Below the Equator in the South Pacific some two thousand miles 
southwest of Hawaii, over two thousand miles northeast of Australia, 
and thirteen hundred miles northwest of Tahiti lies American Samoa, 
very close to the International Date Line. Its nearest neighbors of 
any size are the Fiji Islands to the southwest. 


American Samoa consists of seven small islands, the United States’ 
only South Pacific holding. It was obtained in 1899 from Germany 
and Great Britain and was operated by the Navy until 1951 when 
control was assumed by the Department of the Interior. The Judicial 
Branch of the Government of American Samoa is presided over by 
Chief Judge Arthur A. Morrow of Pago Pago. 


There is a reason for this little history lesson in The Bar 
Examiner. Chief Judge Morrow visited the headquarters office of 
the Conference last summer for the purpose of establishing contact 
between American Samoa and the National Conference of Bar Ex- 
aminers. He promised that, upon his return to Pago Pago in the 
fall, he would send a copy of his jurisdiction’s rules for admission to 
the bar. These rules, set out in full on the following pages, are of 
interest. You will note that they call for high educational requirements 
for admission to the bar and provide for the use of the character 
investigation service of the Conference. One might think these pro- 
visions a bit surprising for such a faraway place, but the thought 
changes when one realizes that the Chief Judge of those Islands re- 
ceived his B.A. degree from Bethany College and J.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan and was Dean of the Drake University Law School 
in 1926-1946, excluding a stay in American Samoa in 1937-1942. 


The ancestral totem on our cover, a replica of a clan diety in the 
South Seas, smiles happily.

American Samoa 
Rules For Admission To The Bar 
Part I 

Part I relates to an applicant for admission to the bar who has 
not been previously admitted in another jurisdiction (State or 
Territory of the United States) . 

Such applicant must be a bona fide resident of American Samoa, 
a U.S. National, at least 21 years of age, a graduate of a law school 
approved by the American Bar Association at the time of his gradu- 
ation, and of good moral character. 
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The application shall be addressed to the Chief Judge of American 
Samoa and filed with the Clerk of the High Court of American Samoa, 
Pago Pago, American Samoa. It shall be accompanied by an affidavit 
in duplicate stating: (a) when and where the applicant was born, 
the various places of his residence, and giving at least three character 
references with addresses in each place in which he has resided 
since attaining the age of 18 years; (b) whether or not he has been 
engaged in business of any kind; and, if so, when, where and the kind 
of business; (c) the names and post office addresses of all persons by 
whom the applicant has been employed, for a period of five years 
immediately preceding the making of his application; (d) the ap- 
plicant’s general and legal education, what schools he has attended, 
the length of time in attendance at each, and whether or not he is a 
graduate of any school or schools; (e) whether or not applicant has 
ever applied to any court for admission to the bar. If so, when and 
where, and the results thereof; (f) if a naturalized citizen, when and 
where naturalized; (g) that the applicant has never been admitted to 
the bar in any jurisdiction. 


The application shall be accompanied also by an official transcript 
of the pre-legal college work pursued by the applicant and also an 
official transcript of the legal subjects taken, hours of credit granted 
and grades received by the applicant in law school, which transcript 
shall be signed by the registrar of such school and be under its seal. 

Such applicant, his application having been first approved, must 
pass an examination with the grade of at least 75 percent in each of 
the following subjects: Constitutional Law, Equity, Evidence, Agency, 
Bills and Notes, Conflict of Laws, Corporations (Private and Muni- 
cipal), Contracts, Criminal Law, Mortgages, Person and Domestic 
Relations, Pleading and Practice, Real and Personal Property, Sales, 
Torts, Wills and Administration of Estates, and Legal Ethics. 


A fee of $15.00 shall accompany the application. 


No applicant, having failed to pass the examination for admission 
to the bar, shall be admitted to another examination until at least 
one year has elapsed since such failure. 


Part II 


Part II relates to an applicant for admission to the bar who has 
been previously admitted in another jurisdiction (State or Territory 
of the United States). 


The application shall be addressed to the Chief Judge of American 
Samoa and filed with the Clerk of the High Court of American Samoa, 
Pago Pago, American Samoa. 
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Such applicant must be a bona fide resident of American Samoa, 
a US. National, at least 21 years of age, a member of the bar in good 
standing in such other jurisdiction, and of good moral character. An 
applicant admitted to practice law in another jurisdiction shall state 
whether any disbarment or other proceedings of like nature have ever 
been instituted against him, or whether by resignation, withdrawal, 
or otherwise, applicant has terminated or attempted to terminate his 
office as an attorney, and in either of the cases above referred to, giving 
full particulars. He shall present a copy of his certificate of admission 
to the bar duly certified by the clerk of the court in the county of the 
state or territory in which he last practiced. Also, said applicant shall 
present the certificate of such clerk certifying that the applicant is 
a member in good standing of the bar of such state or territory, and 
that no disbarment or other proceedings affecting his standing as an 
attorney are pending or undisposed of before the court. Such certifi- 
cates shall be supplemented by a letter of the Secretary of the local 
bar association of the city and county in which said applicant last 
resided (or in case there be no local bar association, from the Secretary 
of the state or territorial bar association) , certifying to his good moral 
character and by a letter of recommendation from the judge of the 
court of record before which he last practiced, together with such other 
evidence of good moral character and fitness as may be required by the 
Chief Judge of American Samoa. Each such applicant shall provide in 
support of his application, at his own expense, a report by the National 
Conference of Bar Examiners to be sent direct by such Conference 
to the Clerk of the High Court of American Samoa. Such applicant 
shall give six character references with addresses in the county of his 
last residence in such jurisdiction, two of whom shall be attorneys in 
good standing. 

Such applicant will be required to pass with a grade of 75 percent 
in each subject the bar examination to be taken by applicants who 
have not previously been admitted to the bar in another jurisdiction, 
provided that such examination may be waived in the discretion of the 
Chief Judge if the applicant files satisfactory proof that he has practiced 
law regularly for at least five of the preceding seven years in the 
jurisdiction from which he comes. For the purpose of this Part, teaching 
in a law school approved by the American Bar Association or service 
as a judge of a court of record of a state, territory or insular possession 
of the United States shall be construed as practicing law. 

A fee of $25.00 shall accompany the application. 

No applicant, having failed to pass the examination for admission 
to the bar, shall be admitted to another examination until at least 
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one year has elapsed since such failure. 


Part III 


An attorney-at-law employed by the Government of American 
Samoa or by the Department of the Interior or by the Department of 
Labor, for service as an attorney in American Samoa may, upon filing 
an affidavit of such employment and satisfactory proof that he is a 
member of the bar in good standing of a State or Territory of the 
United States, be admitted to practice before the Courts of American 
Samoa.

Code for Bar Examiners ‘ 


DiscussED AT ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL CONFERENCE OF 
Bar EXAMINERS 


Remarks of Samuel J. Kanner 
Moderator and Member Florida Board of Bar Examiners 


The Code or Standards for Bar Examiners is a manifestation of 
soul-searching and self-discipline of the National Conference of Bar 
Examiners and the Council of the Section of Legal Education, and 
is further evidence of the constant energy applied by those groups to 
bring about some standards under which we can all perform our 
functions. 

The Code to be discussed is the culmination of many years of 
work. It is something which we as bar examiners should examine 
carefully as we have the responsibility of judging those upon whom 
we can bestow the privilege of practicing law and must, therefore, be 
objective as to our own qualifications and as to the mechanics and 
methods which we employ in carrying out that function. 
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Our first speaker is a native of Chicago. He received his education 
at Northwestern University, where he received the degrees of A.B. and 
J.D. He is a member of the Illinois Board of Bar Examiners and is 
presently a special assistant attorney general of the State of Illinois. 
His firm is Crowley, Sprecher and Barrett, and he is Robert A. 
Sprecher. 


Remarks of Robert A. Sprecher 


Member, Illinois Board of Law Examiners 


Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: At past meetings some of 
you have heard public discussions of the Standards for Bar Examiners 
as they were in the process of formulation. In addition to those public 
meetings, there have been hundreds of man-hours of committee meet- 
ings, drafting sessions and redrafting sessions, which resulted in the 
present “Code of Recommended Standards for Bar Examiners.” 

The process and result were similar in some respects to the draft- 
ing and presentation of, for example, uniform state laws or model 
statutes wherein this document represents the best efforts of many 
lawyers, judges, bar examiners and law teachers, and it is presented 
to the various states for their assistance and guidance. Each one of 
you can consider in your own individual circumstances whether in 
fact your state now complies with these standards or whether, if not, 
you desire to attempt to comply with them in the future. The remarks 
I make are intended to point out a few of the significant features of the 
Code so that you may better make this determination. 

In 1957 at the New York meeting Shelden Elliott gave a complete 
history of the background of the Standards, and I shall not attempt 
to do any more than spend a minute in summarizing very briefly 
what he said at that time. In 1934 a Special Committee on Bar 
Admissions was established by the Association of American Law 
Schools and two years later that committee reported in the form of 
three very exhaustive surveys relating to bar admissions. In 1940 a 
Committee on Cooperation with the Bench and Bar of the Association 
reported on a supplemental survey and at that time, as early as 1940, 
proposed recommended standards for a bar examination system. 

You are all familiar with the Survey of the Legal Profession. As 
part of that survey, which took place between 1947 and 1952, a volume 
was published entitled “Bar Examinations and Requirements for Ad- 
mission to the Bar.” That volume contained not only comprehensive 
surveys which had been made of all bar examinations throughout the 
country, but also numerous recommendations to improve bar examina- 
tions and their administration. 
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In 1954, largely as a result of the survey and the volume on “Bar 
Examinations and Requirements for Admission to Bar,” the American 
Bar Association established a special committee to study implementing 
the report of the survey. In 1955 that committee drafted and submitted 
to the House of Delegates a group of standards known as “Required 
Minimum Standards,” and a supplemental group of standards known 
as “Recommended Minimum Standards for Bar Examiners and Bar 
Examinations.” 

The 1955 standards, although approved by the House of Delegates 
of the American Bar Association, had not been officially considered by 
the National Conference of Bar Examiners or its Board of Managers. 
Consequently, in 1957 a joint committee was appointed by the National 
Conference and the Council of the Section of Legal Education, and 
these standards were reconsidered and redrafted. 

The new Standards are called the “Code of Recommended Stand- 
ards for Bar Examiners.” Although a great deal of work has gone into 
the preparation of the Code, it is actually a very short document, as 
you will notice, containing only 28 separate standards, divided into 
six subheadings: 1. Relating to bar examiners themselves and their 
qualifications; 2. Relating to the eligibility of applicants to take the 
bar examination; 3. Moral character; 4. The bar examination, including 
the preparation of questions; 5. Grading bar examinations; and 6. The 
provisions which relate to the administration of the bar examination 
system. 

In order to point up some of the features of the 1955 standards, 
let me first indicate some of those features which were eliminated in 
the present Code. 

First of all, the 1955 standards had a 70-year age limit upon bar 
examiners which was removed. Every once in a while a state will find 
that an older member of the bar, perhaps a retired Supreme Court 
Judge, will make an excellent bar examiner, and we felt it was not 
desirable to fix any arbitrary age limit. If a particular examiner be- 
comes too old, a state can handle that situation in its own fashion. 

Secondly, a requirement in the 1955 standards that at least one 
examiner will have been graduated from law school not more than 
ten years prior to his appointment was eliminated. It is an excellent 
idea to have younger men on bar examining boards, but you can 
imagine the situation where you would have five members, all of them 
having been graduated eleven years or more earlier. Even though you 
had an excellent board, perhaps at that point it would be desirable 
to appoint an older man. Under the previous rule you would have to 
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eliminate one of the 11-year men and put on a 10-year or less man 
in his place, which may not be wise under those circumstances. 

All references to a national bar examination or a National Board 
of Bar Examiners was eliminated because at the present time there 
is no such examination and no such national board. 

A requirement in the 1955 standards that optional questions be 
included in bar examinations was omitted because the question of 
preparing and submitting to students optional questions is a matter of 
great controversy. Some states are in favor of optional questions. Other 
states feel there are cogent reasons why they should not be submitted 
to the applicant. Hence that requirement was left to the individual 
state to determine. 

There was also a requirement in the 1955 standards that bar 
examination grading be checked at least once every five years by 
authorities in the various fields of law and that unsatisfactory bar 
examination results cause a survey to be conducted by an out-of-state 
survey committee. These requirements were eliminated primarily be- 
cause no mechanics were set up for establishing such an out-of-state 
survey committee, and you would be in doubt today as to what that 
meant if it were still in the standards. 

The present Code added these provisions to the 1955 standards: 
Bar examiners should be practicing attorneys. Terms for bar examiners 
should be staggered to permit some change in personnel without having 
violent changes in policy. 

Standards numbers 4, 5 and 6 relating to devotion to duty, essen- 
tial conduct and conflicting interests, while consisting to some extent 
of platitudes, were adapted from the Code of Judicial Ethics, and the 
thought was that if judges don’t object to this type of restriction perhaps 
bar examiners would not object either or should not. 

A requirement of registration of law students for moral character 
investigation at the earliest feasible time was added. It is a good prin- 
ciple to have law students register and to submit themselves to moral 
examination as soon as possible after they enter law school to eliminate 
the many cases of a man finding out after he has studied law for three 
years that he had some defect in his past which would prevent him from 
ever becoming a lawyer. An administrative provision was added giving 
bar examiners the subpoena power and the power to administer oaths 
in order to develop situations where, if necessary, perjury charges 
could be brought against a person who did not tell the truth to a 
character and fitness committee.

A provision was added that the identity of the writer of an exam- 
ination paper should not be known until the grades of all applicants 
have been determined. Bar examiners should be willing and available 
to discuss with applicants the general purposes, policies and procedures 
of the examination. This does not mean that a bar examiner should 
be submitted to interrogation about particular questions and answers, 
but simply that if an applicant desires to know what principles are 
followed generally by the board, he should be given the opportunity 
to discover those principles. 

The joint committee which prepared the draft of the Code had 
also included a provision that bar examiners should encourage law 
schools to conduct review courses. This provision was apparently in 
conflict with some of the standards which the Association of American 
Law Schools and the American Bar Association have adopted in regard 
to review courses and cram courses and therefore .the provision was 
eliminated. 

I can only briefly touch upon some of the more significant provi- 
sions of the present Code, which are as follows: 

1. The compensation of bar examiners should not be directly 
dependent upon the number of persons taking the examination. This 
is to remove bar examiners from the same category as justices of the 
peace or similar officers whose compensation depends upon how active 
they are and how many people appear before them. It would have the 
indirect effect of encouraging bar examiners to encourage persons to 
take the examination. This does not mean, as some persons have mis- 
interpreted the provision, that there must be compensation given to 
bar examiners. I understand in many states, particularly the smaller 
ones, the bar examiners are not compensated in any fashion, and this 
has no application, of course, to that situation, but merely provides 
that where there is compensation, it should not be dependent upon 
the number of persons taking the examination. 

2. Another important provision is that the burden of establishing 
eligibility is on the applicant. This provision goes into the area of some 
of the recent landmark United States Supreme Court cases and states 
very clearly that the burden of establishing eligibility is upon the 
applicant rather than upon the board of law examiners, which in most 
cases does not have any investigative powers other than those provided 
by the National Conference of Bar Examiners. 

3. Each applicant should have had three years of college work 
and should be required to have been graduated from an American Bar 
Association approved law school. These are the standards which are

already approved by the American Bar Association in regard to pre- 
legal study and law study. 

4. Private law study, such as in law offices, correspondence 
schools, and any type of private tutoring should not be recognized. 

5. Standards of eligibility should not be lowered because of age, 
experience or special status. We have in some states an occasional 
bank president or railroad president who wants to take the bar exam- 
ination immediately. He doesn’t have any of the eligibility requirements 
except his age and experience, and he offers that to us in lieu thereof, 
and this standard would prohibit giving consideration to that type of 
background. 

6. The standards state that the diploma privilege should be elim- 
inated. The standards require that everyone must take a written bar 
examination except persons who are admitted to the state upon a 
foreign license. 

7. Questions should not be labeled as to subject matter. 

8. There shall be a regrading of border line papers. 

9. Bar examination statistics should be published after each ex- 
amination. 

10. Each jurisdiction should have a Committee on Cooperation 
representing the bench, the bar, the law schools and the bar examiners. 

The Code was published in the March-April, 1959, issue of The 
Bar Examiner and in the June, 1959, issue of the American Bar 
Association Journal. 

The present Code was approved by the National Conference of Bar 
Examiners and the Section of Legal Education of the American Bar 
Association in August, 1958. In December of 1958 the Association of 
American Law Schools approved it, and on February 24, 1959, the 
House of Delegates of the American Bar Association approved it. 

The following speaker, Mr. Holme, will discuss the implementing 
of these standards in the various states, and I would like to re-echo a 
statement made by Homer Crotty in the June, 1959, American Bar 
Association Journal in which he discussed the Code and said: 

“Tf these standards should be generally adopted in the United 
States, many of the grounds of complaint which the public makes 
against the legal profession would be eliminated. The American Bar 
Association has no power to force these standards on the states, 
merely the intangible appeal to public opinion.” 

Moderator Kanner then introduced Peter H. Holme, Jr., of the 
Section of Legal Education and Admissions to the Bar, and asked him 
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for a progress report. The remarks of Mr. Holme in regard to the 
implementation of the Code for Bar Examiners in the various states 
are not included at the request of Mr. Holme, who has advised us that 
the process of implementation is a continuing matter, the status of 
which changes from day to day and that, therefore, his remarks have 
been superseded by events which have taken place since the time they 
were made. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Holme’s remarks, John T. DeGraff, Presi- 
dent of the New York Board of Law Examiners, commented: 

“T think Mr. Sprecher’s innate modesty prevented him from giving 
a complete and accurate account of how this Code was adopted, and 
I think his part in its should be a matter of record here. Actually when 
the 1955 Standards were approved by the House of Delegates of the 
American Bar Association and made public, they aroused something 
less than enthusiasm on the part of the National Conference of Bar 
Examiners. The opposition arose in three fields. First, the Conference 
of Bar Examiners had not been consulted in this draft affecting bar 
examiners. Second, quite a few of the provisions were objectionable 
to large numbers of examiners. Third, the general tenor of the stand- 
ards, including the distinction between required standards and recom- 
mended standards, was not greeted with enthusiasm. As you have 
been told, a committee representing the National Conference was 
appointed to meet with a committee representing the Section on Legal 
Education. That committee met and the part I wish to put on the 
record is that these two committees in joint meeting assigned to Mr. 
Sprecher the very difficult task of redrafting the 1955 Standards in a 
form to be acceptable to both groups. He accomplished that task with 
such skill and such tact that, when the committee later met in joint ses- 
sion to consider the new draft, what had been a controversial subject 
was no longer controversial. There was unanimous agreement on prac- 
tically every phase of the redraft and the changes made by the commit- 
tee were relatively few. 

“Mr. Sprecher is entitled to the gratitude of all of us in both 
groups for the extremely important part he played in making the 
Code what it is today.”

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A New Rule in Idaho 


The following rule 112 was approved and adopted by the Supreme 
Court of Idaho on November 29, 1960: 


RULE 112. Resection or APPLICANTS—PROCEDURE—REVIEWING— 


If the Board rejects an applicant for failure to pass the bar 
examination, the Secretary shall notify him forthwith by registered 
mail. The action of the Board shall be final unless the Supreme Court 
grants a review upon a petition, which ordinarily will not be enter- 
tained merely because the applicant failed to receive a passing 
examination grade, but must specify facts showing that the rejection 
was based upon gross error, unfair discrimination or arbitrary abuse 
of discretion. Such petition must be filed in the Supreme Court and 
a copy thereof served upon the Secretary of the Board within 30 days 
after date of mailing notice of rejection. The Board shall, within 15 
days after receipt of copy of the petition, file and serve any response 
thereto it may determine. If a review is granted and involves grading 
of an examination, the Court will direct the Secretary to transmit to 
it the examination papers of the petitioner, together with the grades 
received by petitioner on his examination, and a statement of relative 
standing of petitioner on such examination in relation to all other 
applicants who took the examination, without disclosure of the names 
of such other applicants. Upon final determination of the matter the 
Court will advise the Secretary and petitioner of its judgment. 

Any applicant who is rejected may, within 30 days following mail- 
ing of notice of rejection, examine his papers and the grade assigned 
by the Board to each of his answers, at the place and under the cir- 
cumstances prescribed by the Board or any member thereof, or by 
the Secretary. 

The Secretary shall destroy all examination papers after 30 days 
following mailing of rejection notices, except the examination papers 
of an applicant, who, within such period, has filed a petition for review; 
the Secretary likewise shall destroy the examination papers of any 
petitioner after review has been denied or completed. 

In the case of applicants who are admitted by order of the Court, 
after petition and review, no certificate of eligibility by the Board as 
provided by Rule 111 shall be required, and the 10 day period for filing 
objection shall commence to run as of the date of entry of such Court 
order.
